NIGHT FULL OF MUSIC 


Chicago Choristers and K, of C. 
Choral Club Delight Big 
Audience. 


By RIPLEY D, SAUNDERS. 


NE of the worthiest and most sat- 
C) isfying friendly competitions in 
music ever heard in St. Louis 
was that which delighted a great 
gudience at the Odeon on Monday 
evening, the rival Meistersingers be- 
ing the Paulist Choristers of Chicago; 
under the leadership of the Rev. Father 
William J. Finn, and the Knights of 
Columbus Choral Club. of St. Louis, dil- 
rected by the Rev. Father Leo P. Man- 
zetti. 

At the outset it seemed that the ami- 
cable contest was to be somewhat un- 
equal in its alignment of.. opposing 
forces, inasmuch as the local Columbian 
singers are all grown young men, while 
the Chicago. choristers are mostly little 
boys, members. of St, Mary’s cHoir, 
and it was only reasonable. to. suppose 
that the former would have far and 
away the best of it. But don’t you 
believe for a moment that the Paulist 
boys were not foemen worthy of the 
Columbus men’s steel, so to speak. 

These marvelous_youngsters sang the 
big Odeon so full of sweet music that 
their older competitors were put to it 
as never before to emerge with credit 
‘from a measuring of musicianty skill 
and vocal quality such as I have never 
heard surpassed in choral singing. 
Columbians met the test nobly—so com- 
petently, in fact, that it was a “drawn 
battle’ at the finish, but, before this 
stage was reached, the St. Louis singers 
and their little guests alike Rad been 
required to “stand and deliver’ the very 
best that was in them. As a result, the 
souls of thése who heard were fairly 
enraptured with the concord of sweet 
sound. 

So much s0, * indesd that, just before. 
the evenirig’s close, His Grace, Arch- 
bishop Glennon,: arose in his box and 
paid elequent tribute to the.merits of 
the competing forces. The Archbishop 
knew, too, that the Knights of Colum- 
bus singers had revealed the very best 
that was in them under the spur of 
Paulist rivalry—he described their direc- 
tor as “the hypnotic Father Manzetti,”’ 
thus smilingly intimating that the 
Knights had occasion to sing under a 
veritable spell of masterful conductor- 
ship in order to save their laurels. An@ 
of the Paulist Choristers he said, em- 
phatically, that they compared favor- 
ably with the boy choirs of the Bistina 
Chapel in Rome and of Westminster 
Cathedral in London, the world’s two 
greatest organizations of boy singers. 

High praise, this, but well deserved. 
The pure voices of these surpliced lacs, 
topped by the amazingly limpid and 
flexible soprano of little Master Har- 
court Browne, were of the sheerest de- 
light to the music-loving ear. The com- 
positional range covered by their p-*e- 
gram called for nothing.less than won- 
derment at the completed achievement. 
The voice-balance was of exquisite even- 
ness. The emotional shading demanded 
by certain numbers was accomplished 
with almost flawless efficiency. 

Gounod’s greatly patriotic lament, 
“Gallia,” a ery ‘of heartbreak over the 
prostrate figure of his beloved France, 
erushed under the iron heel of Germany 
in the Franco-Prussian war, was mag- 
niffcently given, its ‘supreme stroke of 
pathos being reached with the closing 
invocation, beautifully sung by little 
Harcourt Browne, entreating the con- 
quered land to throw off the yoke 
of the conqueror. Anhd then, in ravish- 
ing succession, came the boys’ singing 
of Gevaert’s lovely “Chanson ‘de vp e 
the impressively dramatic ‘‘’Neath Ou 
Earth in Gloomy Hades” of Konemann’ ; 
composing, the Arcadelt and ket Bs 
Ave Marias, also Gounod’s “Ave 
rum,” by reqtest, and Hartmann’s hy 
the Heart Panteth,’’ each number so 
admirably presented as to provoke 
storms of applause.
